‘Showdown’ Repat 
Meet Rescheduled 


GENEVA (AP)—The Japanese 
North Korean delegations 
for the 15th time Monday to 
negotiate the repatriation of 
from Japan to North 
Korea, but a North Korean 
source said they “absolute- 
ly no progress.” 

The North Korean spokesman 
said Yoshisuke Kasai, vice presi- 
dent of the Japanese Red Cross 
(JRC), at Monday’s 75-minute 
meeting again insisted that the 
repatriation arrangements 
should include a complaints 
system supervised by the Inter- 
national Red Cross Committee. 

North Korea has consistently 
rejected this Japanese demand, 
and Li Il <yung, vice president 
of the North Korean Red Cross, 
threatened last week to break 
off the talks unless this demand 
was withdrawn: 

The North Korean spokesman 
said Kasai in private talks with 
Li last week had given an 
undertaking that the complaints 
system proposal would be with- 
drawn. 

“But in Mr. Kasai’s speech 
today we found that the com- 
plaints‘ system is still insisted 
upon, regardless of the previous 
assurance,” the spokesman said. 

Nevertheless, Li to 
study the statement made by 


Kasai and to give a reply at the 
16th session of the conference 
on Thursday. It thus appeared 
that the North Koreans did not 
intend to carry out their threat 
to break off the talks—at least 
for the time being. 


To Send First Group 

SENDAI (Kyodo)—The Miyagi 
prefectural chapter of the Gene- 
ral Federation of Korean Resi- 
dents yesterday decided to send 
the first group of 171 Koreans 
to return to North Korea to Nil- 
gata July 27 as originally sche 
duled., 


The decision was made with- 
out waiting for the outcome of 
the repatriation negotiations in 
Geneva. 


The group is scheduled to 
leave Sendai Station for Niigata 
at 10 a.m. July 27. 

Three representatives of the 
chapter yesterday visited the 
prefectural government and ask- 
ed for its consideration in ar- 
ranging a train, and expenses 
for food and clothing for the 
would-be repatriates. 

They said that the chapter will 
take over 42 Koreah orphans 
now under the care of an or- 
phanage in Sendai before the 
second group leave the city.

U.S.-Japan 
Ties Never 
Better: Envoy 


Japanese Ambassador to Wash- 
ington Koichiro Asakai declar- 
ed yesterday that he thought 
relations between Japan and the 
United States were never better 
than at present. 


He made the statement at To- 
kyo International Airport upon 
his return to Tokyo for a brief 
visit. He was summoned back 
together with the Japanese 
envoys to Britain and the Soviet 
tnion for a conference with 
Foreign Minister Alichiro Fuji- 
yama to evaluate the world 
situation. 


Asakai said that interest in 
Japan in America was growing 
steadily. But he said such a 
trend should not be described 
as a “Japan boom”, since it 
would invite misunderstanding. 


On economic problems be- 
tween the two countries, he said 
it was difficult to predict wheth- 
er the United States would 
strengthen its protective policy. 


The ambassador, therefore, 
advised three measures for Ja- 
pan: 


1. Publicize that Japan is a 
good customer of the United 
States. 


2. Don’t wait for buyers but 
take the initiative in conduct- 
ing marketing surveys. 

3. Endeavor to remove the 
preconception that Japanese 
products are imitations and are 
cheap but break easily. 


For promotion of Japan-U.S. 
trade, Asakai said it was neces- 
sary to develop a composite 
plan, incorporating positive 
steps to boost trade and at the 
same time such measures as 
prevention of a hike in tariff 
rates. 


He said that in his reports to 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
and Foreign Minister Fujiyama 
he would touch on the inter- 
national situation centered on 
the Big-Four foreign ministers 
conference at Geneva as seen 
by the United States and the 
U.S. political and economic 
situation following the Dem- 
ocratic victory in -last year's 
elections. 


Asakai said he would also 
explain U.S. policy toward 
Communist China following the 
death of former Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles as well 
as Japan-U.S. relations.

To Elect Councillors; 
Socialist Gains Seen.

The nation goes to the 
polls today to elect 127 
members of the House of 
Councillors. 


Balloting will start at 7 a.m. 
at 43,700 polling stations 
throughout the country and 
close at 6 p.m. 


The Upper House election is 
held every three years to re- 
elect one half of the 250 coun- 
cillors. 

Voters are ired to pick 
one candidate each for the na- 
tional and local constituencies. 
A total of 330 candidates are 
now in the running, two hav- 
ing withdrawn from the race 
yesterday. 


The average competition rate 
is 2.3 times in the national 
constituency and 2.8 times for 
local constituencies. | 


Political observers said . that 
the competition rates are lower 
than those in the past but add- 
ed that candidates would have 
to go through severer competi- 
tion as they are all strictly 
screened men. 


The focus of attention in the 
election is whether the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party will 
be able to command a ma- 
jority in the House or the So- 
cialist Party will take the lead. 


To gain a majority, the Gov- 
ernment party has to win more 
than 70 seats, as it now has 61 
still having terms to serve.

Memorial Day Traffic Toll _

NEW YORK (AP)—Death on 
America’s highways hit a record 
toll of 304 for a two-day Memo- 
rial Day weekend and far ex- 
ceeded the preholiday estimate 
of 260. 


Drownings accounted for 89 
deaths and miscellaneous acci- 
dents took 47 lives in’ the same 
period. , 

The over-all accident death 
total of 440 for the 54-hour period 
from 6 p.m. Friday to midnight 
Sunday also topped the toll of 
385 for a two-day Mermorial day 
Holiday period. That mark was 
set in 1953, when the traffic 


death toll was 241, the previous 
high. 

Belated reports were expected 
to boost the totals. 


The highway death total also 
was far ahead of the 262 counted 
by the Associated Press in a test 
period survey for a nonholiday 
weekend of 54 hours. The sur- 
vey, covering the period from 
6 p.m. Friday May 15, to mid- 
night Sunday, May 17, also 
showed 32 drownings and 74 
persons killed in miscellaneous 
types of accidents, for an over- 
all total of 368.

Bared by Missionaries 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Con- 
gressional investigators Sunday 
made public testimony accus- 
ing the Chinese Communists of 
atrocities rivaling those of the 
black days of Buchenwald. 

The testimony, given by Chris- 
tian missionaries who served in 
the Orient, charged the Commu- 
nists with the murder of 30 mil- 
lion Chinese over the past 10 
years. 


The witnesses also told the 


House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities that the Chinese 
people were resisting a new 
commune system by killing live- 
stock, burning their crops and 
fighting from the mouartains as 
guerrillas. 


The testimony, which was 
given in secret, painted a grim 
picture of life in the commu- 
nes, where family units are com- 
pletely broken up, separa 
wives, husbands and children. 

The Rev. Wang Shih-ping, 
now East Asia director for a 
Baptist group, said this is what 
happens to the old folks: 

“All the elderly people 60 
years of age and above who 
cannot work are put in the old 
people’s ‘happy home.” After 
they are placed in the homes, 
they are given shots . .. for 
their health ... They die with- 
in two weeks. 

“After they die, the corpses 
are placed in vats. When the 
bodies decay and maggots set 
in, the maggots are used to feed 
chickens, The remainder of 
the body is used for fertilizer.” 

“In Hongkong,” he said, “the 
people do not eat chickens im- 
ported from the mainland be- 
cause of the et fed to the 
chickens.”

Global Population Over 4,800 Million 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyodo-Reuter)—World popula- 
tion was 4,800 million at the 
latest estimate with more than 
half of the total concentrated 
in four countries—Mainland 
China, India, the Soviet Union 
and the United States—accord- 
ing to statistics published here 
Sunday. 


After the population “big 
four”, Japan, ine onesia, Pakis- 
tan, Brazil, Britain, and West 
Germany recorded the highest 
figures—each with more than 50 
million, the Demographic Year- 
book said, 


It gave a total of 640 million 
population for Mainland China, 
400 million for India, more than 
200 million for the Seviet Union, 
and more’ than 170 million for 
the United States. ‘ 


The 552-page document said 
the world’s population was 
growing at the rate of 45 mil- 
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lion a year, or 85 people a min- 
ute, with the highest birthrate 
recorded in- Africa. 

People born in Norway had 
the longest life expectancy—75 
for females, 71 for males—while 
India still had the shortest ex- 
pectancy—32 for both males and 
females. 

More than half of the coun- 

tries still expected males to live 
less than 50 years the yearbook 
said. . 
The statisticians found that 
married people live longer than 
single, that people are staying 
married longer and that widow- 
hood and orphanhood were dim- 
inishing as a social problem. 


At the same time, according to 
the yearbook, divorce was on 
the upgrade in most areas. 

Japan and Egypt recorded the 
shortest marriage duration be- 
fore divorce, the yearbook re- 
ported. 


The average age for brides 


was 24 and for bridegrooms 27. 
Marriage was almost universal 
in Asia and Moslem Africa, with 


almost all women having been 
married “at least once” by the 
time they attained the 45-54 
age group. 


More than half of the world 
population was concentrated in 
Asia, and by the year 2,000, that 
continent would probably ac 
count for 60 per cent of the 
world total, the yearbook said. 
Only 14 per cent of the world 

ulation lived in Europe. 
ere was a continued world- 
wide reduction in the death rate, 
the yearbook showed, but this 
remained relatively h in Gui- 
nea, Nepal, India, Congo 
and Brazil. ‘ 

Among ind t nations, 
Israel had the lowest death rate 
(6.5), followed by Iceland (7), 
the Netherlands (7.5), Soviet 
Union (7.8), Canada (8.2) and

Like a conductor,, he is requir- 
ed to exercise perfect control 
over his men to bring about an 
ensemble through well-timed, 
perfect coordination. 

His “performance” during the 
last seven years has won fame 
for the Peacock Room as offer- 
ing the best organized service 
at large dinners in Tokyo, 

Speaking in a soft voice, the 
headwaiter said credit for the 
good organization should go to 
his senior “captains” under 
whom he started serving at the 
Peacock Room some 23 years 


go. 

The method is simple. When 
he sees that the majority of 
guests have finished a dish, he 
goes to the kitchen to see if the 
next one is ready. Returning to 
his position behind the main 
table, he then gives a slight sig- 
nal to the men attending the 
guest table. 

By this time, all the waiters 
have taken up position at the 
table under their charge, and 
c.2 watching the main table. 
The instant the waiters at the 
main table reach for the dish, 
all the waiters follow suit. 

During the last seven years 
he has been in charge of the 
banquet room, no major hitch 
has occurred in the course of a 
dinner or cocktails. 

Komiya said it was the difficult 
employment situation simular to 
that existing today that forced 
him to apply to the Imperial 
Hotel for an oddman’s job 
through his brother who was an 
employe of the hotel. 

After working hard for two 
years doing odd chores, he was 
promoted to an apprentice in 
the Peacock Room. Since then, 
he has been working exclusive- 
ly there except for several 
months toward the end of the 
last war when he had to work 
at a war plant near his home. 


When the Impetial Hotel was 
formally returned to the present 
owner by the Occupation Forces 
in March 1952, Komiya was put 
in charge of the Peacock Room. 
Since all of his seniors had left 
the job or died during the war, 
he was the most experienced. 

The father of two sons and a 
daughter, the headwaiter could 
easily win a Prime Minister's 
prize for hard work if there were 
such an award. For he has 
never stayed away from work, 
never been late and never left 
the job before the end of work- 
ing hours since he started work- 
ing at the Imperial Hotel 25 
years ago. 

This is a feat for anybody. 
But it becomes very difficult for 
a man with Komiya’s irregular 
working schedule. He can take 
a day off only when no banquet 
or cocktails are scheduled at the 
Peacock Room. At busy times, 
he has to work for weeks with- 
out taking a day’s rest, report- 
ing at the hotel at 9 a.m. and 
leaving it 10 to 13 hours later. 

“I did not try especially hard 
though,” he said. “I like my 
job and I was just too busy 
to become ill.” 

He likes his job because, he 
said, it helps create pleasure for 
the people he serves. 

His eldest son, 28, has recent- 
ly joined the hotel and is now 
ee in the new annex build- 
ng.

One is obviously on dangerous 
ground when discussing tempos 
in the works of Handel, for in 
the absence of precise time 
markings, it has often been left 
to the discretion of musical per- 
formers down the ages to decide 
such matters for themselves, the 
result being that in many cases 
there has evolved a _ certain 


standard which has become 
generally accepted largely 
through a certain work's associa- 


tion with one particular indivi- 
dual or country. 


Such is the case with the 
Water Music, which, by reason 
of its very origin, has long been 
a British monopoly, a relation- 
ship still further strengthened 
in the eyes of 20th century 
audiences by the suite selected 
and arranged for concert pur- 
na by the late Sir Hamilton 

arty. 


In fact, most le these 
days associate the Water Music 
with the four pieces that make 
up this suite and have never 
heard the complete work, even 
if they know of its existence. 
For rsons who have been 
brought up on the concert suite 
with its fixed tempos, therefore, 
the present French performance 
of the original score will come 
as something of a shock. 


It is for this reason that I do 
not wish to be too hasty in 
condemning Hewitt for taking 
this music at an unusually fast 
pace. Some of the dance move- 
ments are undoubtedly shown 
to better advantage in the state- 
ly English style of treatment, 
but a number of others, notably 
the famous Ajlr (deliciously 
jaunty in this version), seem to 
take on a good deal of addition- 
al charm as a result of this 
“pepping-up.” (This was also 
true of Scherchen’'s revolution- 
ary reading of the “Messiah”.)

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U.S; Ship Bringing’ 
Medical Aid to Asia 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Amer 
lea’s good-will hospital ship 
Consolation is expected to start 
bringing medical help to South- 
east Asia by next September, 
starting with Indonesia. 

Plans for the start of the 
program called Project Hope— 
were described by Dr. William 
B. Walsh, president of the Peo- 
ple to People Health Founda- 
tion, Inc., sponsors of the pro- 
ject. 

The Consolation is a U.S. 
Navy vessel that was turned 
over to the foundation for the 
project. It will be staffed by 
15 to 20 civilian physicians on 
a permanent basis, with a simil- 
ar number of technicians and 
nurses, Walsh said. 

He added that the American 
President Lines has agreed to 
operate the ship at cost. A drive 
for contributions to raise a 
$3,500,000 fund for the first year 
of the program was described 
by officials as “coming along 
well.” 

Walsh said the ship will go 
only where it is invited and that 
already more invitations have 
been received than can be fiil- 
ed the first year. 

The Consolation, he said, will 
be used as a “logistics base of 
operation,” to help teach doc- 
tors in other countries new 
techniques and increase their 
skill. Some 35 physicians will 
be flown out to the ship every 
four months on a rotating basis.

DETROIT (AP)—The big 
auto makers continue to build 
cars at a rate that indicates 


they expect a steel strike this 
summer. 


Big steel contracts expire 
June 30. Chances of a settle 
ment without considerable trou- 
ble don’t appear bright.. The 
auto industry uses a tremen- 
dous amount of steel. 


But right now it would seem 
that unless a steel strike were 
prolonged, the industry won't 
suffer and the potential new- 
car buyer will notice it only 
slightly. 

Stocks of new cars have been 
mounting steadily. On May 1 
dealers had more than 750,000

Premier Dato Abdul Razak 
said in a speech the decision 
was made because many 
people in rural areas were 
poor and without electricity.

Meet to Plan 


Free Trade 


STOCKHOLM (AP)—Experts 
from seven European countries 
met here Monday in an attempt 
to remove traditional trade bar- 
riers without damaging the 
finances of the nations concern- 


Forty officials of Britain, 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Austria, Switzerland and Por- 
tugal—popularly known as “the 
Outer Seven”—have gathered to 
discuss in closed sessions ways 
to clear obstacles to a free trade 
area including all West Euro- 
pean democratic states. 

The purpose of the talks, still 
at a nonpolitical level, is not to 
form a new common market 
to counter the European econo- 
mic community of West Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Belgium, 
the Netherlands and Luxem- 
burg—the Inner Six. 

A Swedish informant said the 
ultimate aim is to bring together 
all the 17 member countries of 
the organization for European 
Economic Cooperation (OEEC) 
into one large free trade area. 

The forming of a second com- 
mon market, now under debate, 
is only one step along this road, 
said the source, close to the 
Swedish Government. 

“It is hoped that the trade 
barriers within the Outer Seven 
can be pulled down at the same 
speed as the barriers are remov- 
ed within the Inner Six,” this 
source said, 


Slight Decrease of 
Price Index Noted 


Showing a fractional decline 
of 0.5 per cent from the previous 
month, the Tokyo consumers 
price index in May stood at 
105.4 per cent compared with the 
base figure of 100 in 1955, ac- 
cording to a report released yes- 
terday by the Statistics Bureau 
of the Prime Minister’s Office. 

The decline was mainly caused 
by a fall in prices of fish and 
vegetables. 

Itemwise, clothing and hous- 
ing increased 1.4 per cent and 
0.3 per cent, respectively, while 
foods (1.3 per cent), light and 
heat (0.4 per cent) and miscel- 
laneous expenses (0.1 per cent) 
declined. 

The rise of the clothing index 
which has been under way since 
November last year, marked 
time in general, but textile for 
the spring season was sold to 
some extent along with an in- 
crease in price of leather goods, 
including shoes and leather 
bags, due to sudden soaring of 
raw hide and skin.

McEwen Sees 
No Changes 
In Trade Pact 


MELBOURNE (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—John McEwen, Australia’s 
acting Prime Minister and Trade 
Minister, said in a radio and 
television interview Sunday that 
there would be no far-reaching 
changes in the Japanese trade 
treaty when it came up for re- 
newal next year. 

By and large, he said, the 
treaty was operating to the sat- 
isfaction of the Japanese and to 
Australia from point of view of 
payments. 


The Australian manufacturing 
industry had notably not been 
affected, as it feared it would 
be, McEwen said. 


“I can honestly say there has 
not been many complaints,” he 
said. 

Asked how long he thought 
Japan would continue to buy 
from Australia with Australia 
buying so little in return, Mc- 
Ewen said the ratio was about 
four to one but he added: “the 
Japanese don’t buy from us to 
do us a good turn.” 


“Australia is the biggest pro- 
vider of apparel wool in the 
world and Japan is one of our 
biggest customers.” 

Réplying to another question, 
McEwen said he had never ex- 
pressed the view that Australia 
should recognize Communist 
China because of trade. 

Asked if there were other 
reasons, McEwen replied: “The 
United Kingdom and most of 
the countries of the world re- 
cognize Red China. 

“I think that if that Govern- 
ment remains—and I see no rea- 
son why it shouldn’t—then I 
think it will be recognized as 
the de facto Government.” 


Close Ties Sought 
For Japan, India 


A Japan-India committee to 
study economic cooperation be- 
tween the two nations will be 
proposed to India by three 
Japanese leaders shortly. 

chiro Nakayama, professor 
at Hitotsubashi University, 
Shigeo Nagano, president of 
Fuji Iron and Steel Co., and 
Shigehara Matsumoto, managing 
director of International House, 
planned the move. 

Calling themselves the Com- 
mittee of Three, they have been 
meeting regularly to discuss 
ways in which Japan could 
cooperate in India’s long-range 
economic program. The group 
decided vesterday in a meeting 
at International House to invite 
Indian leaders to set up a simi- 
lar committee. 

The three hope Indian rep- 
resentatives will visit Japan to 
discuss closer ties between the 
two nations. 

Nakayama shortly will write 
to P. C. Mahalanobis, head of 
the Indian Statistics Research 
Institute, enlisting his support. 

Mahalanobis expressed a wish 
that Japan might join India’s 
economic development program 
when he visited this country 
last year.

Japanese oil compariies re 
cently tend to own their own 
tankers or establish subsidiary 
tanker firms, posing serious 
threats to shippers whose fleets 
consist largely of tankers. 


The Toa Fuel Industry Co. 
was one of the first to establish 
(on May 23) a subsidiary—the 
Toa Tanker Co. Expected to 
follow suit in the middle of the 
month is the Maruzen Oil Co. 
with the Maruzen Kaiun (Ship 
ping) Co. 

Even before the Toa com- 
pany, there existed—and still 
}does exist—a group of tanker 
firms with strings 
known as the Caltex group, com- 

rising the Tokyo Tanker Co., 

itsubishi Tanker Co, of the 
Mitsubishi Oil Co., and the Asa- 
hi Oil Transport Co. of the 
Daikyo Oil Co. We may add to 
this group the Nissho Shipping 
Co., a subsidiary of the Nippon 
Mining Co., although it belongs 
to a somewhat different cate- 
gory. 

According to statistics for 
late March, 13.7 per cent of all 
the Japanese tankers in opera- 
tion were accounted for by 
those held by oil companies, in- 
cluding these subsidiaries. The 
percentage is believed to in- 
crease to 20 per cent when those 
under construction and ready 
for construction are included. 


The chief reason which 
rompted the oil companies 
to ing their own tank- 


ers to stabilize transport 
costs by cutting down charter- 
ing expenses, which had ac: 
counted for a large percentage 
of the oil import costs, 


Adding fuel to the oil com- 
og enthusiasm was the 
igh and fluctuating tanker 
rates after the blocking of the 
Suez Canal. 


On the other hand, tanker 
firms, which are already suf- 
fering from low transport costs, 
are apprehensive of a further 
drop in the charges as a result 
oc the narrowing of their field 
of activity. 


The Transportation Ministry 
thinks this tendency cannot be 
helped because of its world- 
wide development. In late 1958, 
oil companies of the world own- 
ed 36.4 per cent of all the tan- 
kers on earth. In the United 
States, Britain, France and the 
Netherlands, the proportion was 
more than half. 


Transportation authorities 
predict further affiliation be- 
tween tanker operators and the 
oil business under long-term con- 
tracts.

Under the contract, Oki will 
manufacture chain (line) prin- 
ters for IBM equipment and 
these printers will be distribut- 
ed through IBM’s worldwide 
network of sales agencies. 

Oki will also supply parts for 
IBM card punchers. 

IBM provides required tech- 
nical assistance to Oki during 
the three-year contract period. 

The contract is said to have 
been inspired by a finding by 
an IBM inspection team last 
year that Oki had succeeded in 
producing a line printer far sim- 
pler than an IBM counterpart in 
mechanism at a cost five times 
as low. 

Another reason for subcon- 
tracting Oki is that IBM does 
not “have enough capacity left 
for private demand as it is cur- 
rently flooded with military 
orders nowadays. 

The evaluation by electronic 
industry quarters of the con- 
tract varies widely. Some be- 
lieve the contract indicates the 
high regard for Japanese electro- 
nics industry. 

They also say volume sales 
which will be achieved by IBM 
sales organization will earn 
many dollars for this country. 

Others take a critical stand, 
saying that Oki did not have 
to accept the subservient role 
of subcontractor. 

They also maintain the fact 
that these components are made 
in Japan would be submerged 
behind the IBM brand if they 
are put on IBM sales routes. 

Oki believes, however, that 
technical information to be 
provided by IBM under the con- 
tract will make an invauable 
contribution to the develop- 
ment of the Japanese electron- 


ics industry as a whole because 
it applies to a vast field other 
than computers.

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Albanian Communique 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev has decided to stay in Al- 
bania for a few more days. Perhaps he is well satisfied. with 
the country as a detached observation post from which to 
regard the negotiations at Geneva without seeming too 


nearly involved. 


It may be, of course, that he is planning some sort of 
fresh approach to neighboring Yugoslavia, but he has prob- 
ably some over-all idea of strengthening Soviet influence in 
the Balkans. The visit to Albania of East German Premier 
Grotewohl and Red Chinese Minister Peng Teh huai sug- 
gests plans for some sort of Communist expansionist move 


are on foot. 


Albania and Soviet Russia on Sunday night announced 
full agreement on world policies after talks .between Mr. 
Khrushchev and the Albanian leaders. But the communique 
signed by Mr. Khrushchev and the Albanian Communist 
leader, General Enver Hoxha, gave no clue as to the precise 
reasons for the Russian leader’s visit. 

This joint communique, which can only be regarded 
as a Soviet production, restated the Russian demands for 
banning nuclear tr sts and mass destruction weapons, reduc- 
ing foreign troops stationed in Germany and the signing 
of a nonaggression pact between NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact powers, and urged the establishment of a zone in 
Central Europe free from nuclear and rocket weapons. 

From its content, it would seem, therefore, that the 
communique was issued as a sort of counterblast to the 
Western powers’ package proposals at Geneva. 

Mr. Khrushchev also made a speech in Tirana on Sat- 
urday wherein he was directly critical of the Western 
powers’ plan. He declared the West’s idea of negotiating 
econeession for concession was the “approach of the horse 
dealer” and Russia had no reason to make any concessions 
as Soviet proposals were “not made for bargaining.” But, 
if this is the spirit in which Moseow has entered the for- 
eign ministers conference, there does not seem to be any 
need for a conference at all and we might just as well 
wash out the idea of an eventual summit meeting. 


It is true that Mr. Khrushchev sometimes appears 
be talking for the sake of talking, but his attitude of “no 


to 


compromise” appears so decided in this case that the slight 
feeling of optimism of the last day or ‘two in Geneva can 
hardly be well founded. There is a strong suspicion that 
the Soviet Premier intends the Geneva talks to be a failure 
or partial failure and that he will afterward blame the 
Western powers for its nonsuccess. It is also probable that 
the failure of the conference would be utilized as a step- 
ping-stone for further Communist pressures in various 
parts of the world. Moscow is closely watching the progress 
of events in Iran and Iraq and also in Indochina, and it is 
in these regions that we may witness stepped-up Red ac- 


tivities. 


Should a total failure of the Geneva conference be 
averted, it is possible that some sort of temporary agree- 
ment on Berlin may be accomplished, but no agreement 
is likely on the reunification of Germany itself. While 
an agreement to modify somewhat the status quo in 
West Berlin with a view to warding off the danger of an 
explosion in that area might relieve some part of present 
tensions, it would only mean delaying the settlement of 


the ultimate issue.

Would it be worth while for the Western powers to 
make concessions in order to obtain a cooling-off on Berlin? 
We do not want to see a risk of war, but we are inclined 
to think the answer is in the negative. The Western 
powers are eager for peace but, if it is to be peace at any 


price, the upshot may be war 


Unless the whole world is to be enslaved, Communist 
expansionism must be halted at some time or other, Per- 
_haps it had better be sooner rather than later. 


The immediate success which the Communists are look- 
ing for at the expenserof the forces of human liberty is 
the preservation of the East German Red regime. And it 
is in order to preserve that regime that they will have 
nothing of the restoration of German unity on democratic 


principles. 


We think that is clear enough and that Mr. Khrushchev 
himself has made it clear enough. While that is Moscow’s 
attitude it seems useless to attempt to go to a summit con- 


ference; nor can we have any high expectations from the 


current talks in Geneva. 


The failure of these latter, if complete, would, of 
course, have severe repercussions throughout the world, 
but it would at least serve to let the nations know where 
matters stand. A partial agreement merely to modify the 
present status of Berlin would be universally regarded as a 
victory for the Communist camp, and a new epoch of 
hesitation, fear and uncertainty over the future would re- 
sult. This might suit Moscow’s book but is hardly what 
the Free World is looking for. The canker at the heart of 
international relations in Europe is the division of Ger- 
many, and, until that is rectified in accordance with demo- 
cratic principles, there can be no lasting relief. 


Does Japan Need a De Gaulle? 


Better Politics Rests on People Taking More Active Part 


“What we need is a Japanese 
De Gaulle.” I have heard these 
words spoken by a Japanese 
politician recently. Some press 
articles have expressed the 
same idea. It seems that the 
success of De Gaulle in France 


has given some people in this 


country, and maybe in other 
countries too, the idea that 
Gaullism is a political com- 
modity that can be imported, a 
formula that can be imitated. 


Indeed, similarities are not 
lacking between Japanese and 
French politics of the pre 
Gaulist period. The main 
point of similitude is the multi- 
plicity of groups and parties in 
Parliament. Japan is supposed 
to have attained the happy 
equilibrium of a two-party sys- 
tem, but this is more apparent 
than real. In France they had 
a confusing jungle of parties 
with their queer labels, RPF, 
UDSR, UDR, MRP etc.; in Japan 
they have main-currenters and 
antimain currenters, cliques 
and sub-cliques of Ikeda, Kono, 
Kishi, Sato, Miki and others.

Effects Similar 


Power is frequently shifting 
from one group to another as a 
result of inner feuds and 
maneuverings. When this hap- 
pened in France, there was a 
vote, and the cabinet fell. Ja- 
panese politicians are more 
clever: the ups and downs of 
power or the changes of gravity 
in the party remain hidden be- 
hind the scene.. 


The effects, nevertheless, are 
somewhat similar. French gov- 
ernments had so short a life 
and were so much preoccupied 
by political bickerings that 
they had no time and no will 
to govern. In Japan too, the 
political game weakens the gov- 
ernment and paralyzes their 
power to decide. Fourteen 
years after the end of war, the 
Japanese nation discovers that 
the question of the constitution- 
ality of the American bases 
has never been settled. This 
is only one example of the 
many problems, big or small, 
that remain unsolved: rear- 
mament, reform of the “Mac- 
Arthur Constitution,” promo- 
tion of the social security 
system, building of roads (the 
bad roads are the shame of Ja- 

n), planning of greater To- 

yo, etc. 

Internal Quarrels 

Whenever the conservative 
government in power is able to 
decide a line of policy, internal 
quarrels and lack of union in 
the government party often 
hinders the enforcement of 
that policy. This has been one 
of the causes of the hesitations 
and contradictions of: Japanese 
foreign policy. Japan, for in- 
stance, took the initiative of a 
revision of the security treaty 
with the United States, but 
when the negotiations started, 
Foreign Minister Fujiyama has 
been constantly pestered by the 
changing moods and confused 
thinking of the different fac- 
tions that are eager to “help” 
him. 

If a “Japanese Gaullism” 
can make things better, would 
it not be welcome? The trouble 
with Gaullism is that you need 
a De Gaulle. A man of his 
dimensions—his moral dimen- 
sions not to speak of his size—- 
may be difficult to find in Japan. 
He is not a bright young man 
come from nowhere, with a 
clever head and a strong will. 
He is, on the contrary, @ 
mature and experienced leader; 
before he was called to power 
he had already been tested by 
events; he had already built his 
popular prestige; he had kept 
himself in reserve, and he came

There has been a 
lot of misconceptions on that 
point, even in France. If some 
people in Japan advocate a “Ja- 
panese Gaullism” in the hope 
that under that label they will 
build a nice rightist dictator- 
ship, they are abusing the trade- 
mark. They are dreaming of 
“Tojo-ism,” not of Gaullism. 
For Gaullism, so far, has proven 
to be something quite different 
from fascism or dictatorship. 
Far from trying to kill demo- 
cracy, De Gaulle has been try- 
ing.to be a doctor for demo- 
cracy. He has curbed the 
abusive powers of parliament 
and increased those of the Gov- 
ernment, but he did not sup- 
press political parties, not even 
the Communists.

China’s Secret Police Rule

HONGKONG (EP)—The new 
Chinese Communist Government 
in Peiping reorganized after the 
recent session of the National 
People’s Congress is seen by ex- 
perts here as centered on an 
Inner Cabinet and the Inner 
Cabinet itself is again centered 
on a supreme terroristic orga- 
nization—the Red secret police. 
The Peiping regime in its new 
reorganization has made the 
Himmler of Red China, Gen. Lo 
Jui-ehing; a new Deputy Pre- 
mier, and abolished its Minis- 
tries of Judicial Affairs and Ad- 
ministrative Supervision. Such 
facts are interpreted here as 
“great leaping forward” meas- 
ures in centralizing all terroris- 
tic ruling powers in one man’s 
hands—those of Gen. Lo, 


The dreaded Red general has 
been in charge of the secret 
police of the Chinese Commu- 
munist Party for the past 30 
years. His political career is 
longer than Beria and his other 
counterparts in all the Commu- 
nist parties and Communist re- 
gimes of the world. 


The executive branch of the 
Communist government is now 
lorded over by Premier Chou 
En-lai and 16 Deputy Premiers. 
Prior to the recent reorganiza- 
tion there were 12 Deputy Pre- 
miers and among the four new- 
ly added Deputy Premiers is 
Gen. Lo Juiching, the awe- 
inspiring No. 1 killer in China. 


All the 16 Deputy Premiers 
are dyéd-in-the-wool top-flight 
Communists. They are all big- 
wigs in the Communist Party's 
Central Political Bureau or the 
Central Executive Committee of 
the party. The Communists 
have also dished out some port- 
folios of the Cabinet to nominal 
figures of other decorational 
political parties kept and fed by 
the Communist Party, but not 
only they have no power, they 
cannot even participate in the 
meetings of the Premier with 
his 16 Deputy Premiers. Such 
meetings, which the Communists 
call Routine Affairs Confer 
ences, decide on all administra- 
tive matters without the neces- 
sity of consulting other depart- 
ment heads.

Troops in Laos 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Times said it would be as 
foolish for the West to try to 
make Laos a frontier of armed 
containment as it was provoca- 
tive of the Communists to try 
to maintain a military foothold 
there for political ends. 


The independent daily was 

commenting on the dispute be- 
tween China and the Laotian 
Government over two battalions 
of p unist Pathet Lao 
troops. 
China has charged that the 
Laotian Government has order- 
ed the battalions to be disarm- 
ed “in complete disregard” of 
Geneva and other agreements. 


The Times said: “The chief 
argument for the Laotian Gov- 
ernment is surely that it can- 
not allow armed troops to re- 
main on its territory if they re- 
fuse to accept its authority. 

“But the truth is that it is 
not the letter of the Geneva 
agreement, or even, perhaps, 
the letter of the political settle- 
ment of 1957, that really mat- 
ters to China. 


“To the Chinese, who were 
then evolving their policies of 
coexistence so successfully pub- 
licized at Bandung, the Geneva 
agreement was some sort of a 
guarantee of neutralism on 
their borders.” 


The Times commented that 
the Geneva agreement did keep 
Laos out of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization.
